Scurvy. 

Wo havo alluded in anothor plnoo to 
the state of tbo crow of tho "Aid, 
Buffering from a dieoaBO that happily 

is of raro ocourronco in tho present I Exocutivo proves itself incapable of 



is troatod as a doad lottor, simply bo- 
cause a set of lawless men aro strong 
enough to resist it. 

Tho Government has shown a most 
dcoidod woaknoss. Admit, fur tho 
sako of argument, tbut tho prosont 
law was mo8t atrocious, what i3 or 
ought to bo the course adopted by tho 
authorities f Tho question almost 
answors itBolf. Tho rosult of tho 
prosont affair is simply to show an 
uttor imbeoility on tho part of tho 
Government to proveut tho law being 
trampled undor fool, There is or can 
bo no security for capital whin tho 



day with our improved idoas on hygi- 
enic matters. Scurvy is preeminently 
a preventable disoaso, and has its 
origin in tho long continued use of 
food defioiont in thoso substances which 
! tho organism requires for its perfect 
nutrition, and more especially depriv- 
ation of vogotablo food, added to 
whioh impure air, want of cloanliness 
and wot uct as prodisposing causes. 
Such is~our knowlodgo of prophylactic 
measures that scurvy in tho Navy has 
been unknown for more than half a 
century. Wo road in Lord Anson's 
voyago that in tho spaco of ton months 
ho lost 200 moa irom scurvy, and tho 
remainder wero so onfeoblod that thoy 
could not musior moie than Bix fare- 
mast men in a watch. It was, bow- 
over, shown by Cook how much might 
*■ bo done by attontiou to diotctics and 
sanitory measures, as after a throo 
years' voyago ho brought back his 
ships having only lo3t ouo man out of 
a complomont of 112 from disease 
For this tho medal of tho Hoyal Socioty 
was awardod him, a distinction of 
which ho was proud, as in his reply 
ho says, u that our having discovorod 
tho possibility of preserving thohoalth 
of a Bhip's company for such a length 
of time, in such a varioty of climate 
*ind amid such continued hardships 
aud fatigues, will make tho voyago re- 
markable in tho opinion of ovory 
benevolont porson whon tho dispute 
about a southern contiuont shall have 
ceased to ongago tho attention and 
divide tho judgmont of philosophers." 
The moans of prevention are ample 
and infallible when properly used, and 
consist in the occasional uso of pro- 
gervod meats, dried vogotablos and 
limo juico, attention to vontilation, 
and cleanliness. Tho Merchant 
Shipping Act of 1854 requires 
that each man should have a spaoo of 
74 cubic feet, and that allor boing ton 
days on salt provisions, limo juico 
should bo administered daily at tbo 
rate of half an ounco for oach man, 
and that prosorved meets bo used 
at tho discretion of tho captain, 
Many shipowners considor it as tho 
best economy to victual thoir men 
well and to look after their comfort, 
but thoro are others who exhibit tho 
greatest disregard for tho safety and 
health of thoir crow*, and who, as tho 
medical offlcor of tho Privy Council 
says in his report, " whon thoso men 
aro disabled by hardships} star- 
vation and ill»u»ago of ovory kiud, 
cast them out with tho saino in- 
difforonco with whioh a worn.,out 
block would bo thrown." It is owing 
to the illegal neglect that such diseases 
as scurvy prevail ; provisions of the 
cheapest and worst descriptions, and 
impure limo-juico aro supplied to tho 
men forward, while thofo aft look 
after thomsolves, and euroly, if tho 
.^-eiqftftin and mates know how to pro- 
sorvo thomsalves, thoy also know how 
to preserve the mon. Such we ob- 
eervo has been tho case hero, where 
Iho two deaths and tho four oasos aro 
out of tho scvon forward, and tho poo- 
pie aft enjoy an immunity. Tho ves- 
sel also weobeervo hails from a north- 
ern port ; which ports, in tho enquiries 
made by the Board of Trade, havo 
acquired a notoi iety for tho nogloct of 
soamon and tho prevalenoo of sourvy 
in thoir ships. Air Simon (of the Privy 
Council , thus gives tho proportion 
of cases from tho difforont ports : 
.London, 14 j Foreign, 31 j Liverpool, 
21 j Sunderland, 8 ; Glasgow, 12. Such 
a case as this is so flagrant as to do. 
mand tho attention of tho Govern- 
ment, and wo would suggest that :

Eastern Slates, 

New York, August 1.— The Herald's 
special says Stanton's removal is still the 
absorbing topic of conversation. There 
is much speculation as to wlint will next 
transpire. It is said that ScA'artl does 
not entirely favor the action of tho Presi- 
dent, lie and Thurlow Weed are about 
to strive to save Stanton's head. Years 
ago when it was thought of removing 
Stanton, Weed and Raymond's influence 
with Seward's entreaties induced the 
President to abandon the idea. Now it 
is said that Stanton bus been deliberately 
thwarting the President and obstructing 
his policy in every way, and insulting the 
President in his official intercourse. The 
President has determined to tolerate this 
no longer. 

The Tribune says the President is not 
fully satisfied that he can remove Stanion 
under the tenure of ofiiee bill, but thinks 
he can suspend him and prevent his exer- 
cising tho duty of the office. The latter 
point was submitted to tho Cabinet to day. 
They agreed that the President could so 
suspend. The President therefore noti- 
fies Stanton that ho will hold no further 
official relation with him, and that he 
cannot he admitted to Cabinet meetings. 

Washington, Aug. 9.— The Intelli- 
gencer says that while Stanton is permit- 
ted to remain in office, his present official 
relations must exist. The statement thai 
the President has refused to hold further 
communication with him is incorrect. It 
doesn't fellow, however, that he will be in- 
vited into Cabinet meetings. This is a 
mutter within tho Prcsiflout's discretion, 

The diplomatic correspondence between 
Seward and Romero is published, in which 
Seward acknowledges the receipt of a 
letter from Santa Anna stating that he 
went ashore voluntarily. 

The Haylien Constitution recently 
abolished the death sentence for political 
offences. 

The President unequivocally denies the 
finding of tho Court in the nssassination 
trial submitted to the Cabinet. lie says 
tho official record presented to him by 
Gen. Holt was signed in his presence. 
At that time no recommendation for the 
commutation of Mrs Surratt's sentence 
was attached £to the papers, la Ben. 
Pitman's report of the trial everything 
appears except tlio recommendation for 
commutation. Pitman used tbo records 
by permission of Stanton. Pitman intro- 
duced tho Secretary's book, which con- 
tained all the orders and findings, docu- 
ments, etc., connectcU with the trial in 
the War Department. The recommenda- 
tion is attached at tho end of all the other 
documents after the President's approval. 
The findings of tho Court and recommen- 
dation for commutation arc not in tho 
handwriting of Bingham, ns is .alleged.

New York, Aug. 8.— Tho Herald's 
special says : The British surveying 
Steamer Gulnarc arrived at Heart's Con- 
tent to make soundings preliminary to the 
repair of tho cable of I860. Three wires 
will be laid between Heart's Content and 
Nova Scotia to connect with the Western 
Union line. 

The President to-day ordorcd that no 
communication ho held with Stanton as 
Secretary of War. 

The World's special dispatch says : 
The President has practically .ignored 
Stanton by addressing his official com 
munications to Col. Townscnd, Assistant 
Adjutant General, instead of Secretary 
Stanton. 

Washington, Aug. 9.— Tho jury in tho 
Surratt case has been out twenty-seven 
hours with no prospect of a final agree- 
ment. It is rumored the jury now stand 
eleven to ono. 

The Times' special dispatch reports 
that a plot has been discovered to rescue 
Surratt while being conducted from the 
Court, House to the jail, but its execution 
was prevented. It. is expected that tho 
jury will stand nine for conviction and 
three for acquittal. This is probably au- 
thentic. 

The Tribune publishes Butler's report 
as Commisioner for tho exebnngo of pris- 
oners. It says that the Confederate 
authorities refused to treat with General 
Butler, on the ground, that he commanded 
tho colored troops. Our Government 
refused to admit tho right of the Confed 
crates to outlaw our officers. In March 
1S64, Burton became convinced that re- 
taliation would compel the rebels to 
abandon their refusal of exchaugo of 
prisoners. Accordingly, Grant ordered 
Butler to decline further negotiations and 
consider the determination of the rebels to 
make a distinction between white and 
colored soldiers, as a refusal on their part 
to agree to further exchange. In August 
tho rebels offered to renew on the basis of 
an exchange of man for man, when Grant 
telegraphed : ' although hard on our men, 
Southern prisoners ought not to be ex- 
changed. U is demanded by humanity 
for those left in our ranks. Every man 
released becomes an ac{ivo soldier against 
the United States. If wo commence ex- 
change, all the prisoners taken will have 
to fight till tho South is exterminated. 
To release tho rebel prisoners at this 
particular time would insuro Sherman's 
defeat and compromise our safety here.' 

There was a great excitement on 
'change yesterday. A number of the 
most prominent operators were arrested 
under the kite law of the Legislature 
prohibiting short sales as gambling con. 
tracts. The complaint was made by a 
man who had been loser in speculative 
transactions, The affair is tbo subject of 
universal comment. 

Mobile, Aug. 9. — Fourteen negroes 
have been appointed on the police by 
Mayor Horton. Ono was made Lieut, of 
the day police. 

Wilmington, N. C , Aug. 9. — Many 
parties refuse to pay the State tax ami 
say the State Government has no legal 
existence, believing the Sheriff will not bo 
ollowed to distrain for non-payment, 

The Tribune's special says that Sheri- 
dan bus written to Gen. Grant, complain- 
ing bitterly of the Conduct of Ge:i. llos- 
senu while in New Orleans. He says be 
cSeViud bis influence with the rebel citi- 
zens, to prevent the acceptance of Gen. 
Sheridan's construction of tho reconstruc- 
tion bill. He also complains of 'his gen- 
eral demeanor towards Gen. Sheridan. 

Snnford Conover has written to the 
Presideut revealing an alleged plot on the 
part of Ashley, Butler and others, to 
implicate the President in the conspiracy 
of assassinate Lincoln. He says it is cap- 
able of proof by the most indisputable 
ovodienco. The details are given at 
length, and the kind of evidence Ashley 
thought most advisablo to prosont. 
Among other things, it wits to be proven 
that Atzeroth was placed at the Kirk- 
wood House to make it appear that 
Johnson was an in tended victim, and tlias 
divert suspicion. Also, that it had been 
arranged to kill Lincoln on inauguration 
day, which would account for Johnson's 
strange conduct on that occasion, Johnson 
expecting the tragedy to be ended there. 
Ashley promptly furnished the statement 
In: wanted sworn to, and promised that 
tho witnesses should bo splendidly reward- 
ed. Several letters from Ashley to Con- 
over accompanied this statement.

Supreme Court. 



[Hcforo Chiot Justice Ncedhum 1 



Thursday, Atirr 10 ill, 1867. 
Selleck <& Elliot vs. Simpson— Tins 
case was ngriiii brought up by the Solici- 
tor General, instructed by Messrs Drake 
&, Jackson, who pressed for a decree to 
euro au imperfect conveyance from Elliot 
to Simpson, one of tho defendants. The 
arguments used last court day were again 
stated, and, in addition, counsel produced 
a deed, dated in 1857, under the seal of 
the Hudsou Bay Company in London, 
conveying to James Douglas and John 
Work and their heirs, amongst cth.er pro- 
perties, the lot so'd by Elliot to Simpson. 
It was urged that the conveyance set at 
rest the question as to the fee simple of 
the land which had been thereby con>- 
vcyed to tho grantors of the deed to 
Elliot. 

After perusing tho conveyance, His 
Lordship stated that ho could take no 
judicial notice of the document, as there 
was no proof of its execution before him, 
but he would state that it now. appeared 
to the Court that tho cc.ui ion exorcised 
previous to granting a decree to the 
plaintiff was more than was necessary. 
The land in question had been convoyed 
by the Hudson Bay Company to Junie." 
Douglas and John Work as trustees for llio 
purposes of tho Fur Trade Company, and it 
therefore necessarily followed that any ttbeo« 
luto conveyance by them, such as the grant 
to Elliot, was a breach of Irtlst ; besides, 
the conveyance to James Douglas and John 
VVork expressly slated that the land was to 
be held by them in common Foeoagc, and 
there were oiher conditions attached which 
have nol been inserted in tho grant to Elliot. 
The decree as craved would be a title against 
all the woild, aud as tho Hudson Buy Oom- 
- pany wore not parties lo this suit tho Court 
had no powei to enlarge tho rights of tho 
plaintiff. Tho decree must, therefore, bo re- 
fused ; but his lordship suggested thai a deed 
of confirmation might bo obtained fiam Iho 
Hudson Bay Company in favor of the plain- 
tiff, which would have Iho remedial effect. 

Skidegalc lltiij Copper Mutiny Company 
(limitid)— The Solicitor General, instructed 
by Messrs Draka & Jackson, on behalf of iho 
Official liquidator (or winding up tins com" 
pany, renewed (be application h:r declaration 
of a call of Si 5a perehuro on ihe firat-olasa 
conttibutorics to the company, and produced 
the accounts connected wilh tho winding up, 
as also the vouchers and various affidavits 
in reference to the defaulting contiib'JtorisJs 
who had not paid up the last call. Mr Ring 
appeared on behall of the first-class oontribir 
lories lo oppose. 

His lord.-h : p expressed great dissatis- 
faction with the accounts as rendered, as also 
with the affidavits which had been filed in 
this matter. Tho creditors of iho company 
had in miny instances cot made the ueual 
affidavit of debt; one creditor's claim for 
$300 had been disputed by the Directors ol 
tbe company, who thought it ought only to 
have been S130 ; this fame claim bad been 
allowed by tho Court at S100. and now tho 
accounts showed that §2-1-1 and 840 had been 
paid to the creditor. A duo discretion hud 
not been used in taxing the hills of costs, 
which ought not to have been passed as they 
stood. These bills must, therefore, go back 
to the Master, and only charges incidental to 
collecting necessary debts allowed. It np 
peored from tho accounts that the total costs 
were §1518 for paying $2800 of debts; His 
lordship said great discretion ought lo be 
exorcised in instituting suits in winding up a 
company, and where parlies were solvent fit 
legal proceedings wero properly taken) llio 
costs would necossorily follow, lo bo paid by 
therm If they were insolvent, then it was 
improper to sue and thus to increase the 
costs to be paid by the company. 

On application of tho Solicitor General 
the caso was adjourned for a fortnight, aid 
. other nflidavils allowed to bo filed ; but It 
was intimated that on the present materials 
the Court would relusc an order for n second 
call, and that some farther substantial 
grounds must be shown satisfactory to tho 
Court before any order would be rondo, 

" Naval. — The vicinity of Usquimtilt, since 
the arrival of Admiral Hastings, presents an 
unwonted degree of activity.

— This bark lies at Janion, 
Green & Rhodes' wharf. She was 150 days 
trom Liverpool to tho Equator on the Pacific 
side, and 6!) days from Ihe Equator to Vic-, 
toria. The ship's company consisted of the 
captain, the mate, 2nd mate, carpenter, cook, 
aud f.evcn men before the mast, Thoy were 
all in good health until tho 28ih ol Juno, 
when John Quigley, odo of tho seamen, fell 
sick ol the scurry and lingered until the 2'Jib 
of July, when he died and was buiied at sea. 
The remainder of tho crow rapidly loll sick, 
notwithstanding, (as the captain assorts) 
fresh meat wns supplied three times a week, 
and limejuico dailyi Soon only ono seaman 
was able In leave his bunk, and tho duty of 
working tho ship fell upon him and the offl 
cers. This continued for lout weeks prior 
lo tho baik re tching Ibis port. As iho ves- 
sel came round Bsco Rocks— just as a haven 
of relief alared the poor men in tho ,'acc — 
another of tbe crew died and was buria l on 
shore yesterday. Four of the men are in the 
Hospital. Their lives will, it is hoped, be 
spared. The captain, mates and carpenter, 
strange to say, aro in good health. Fhe cook 
( t black) complains slightly. The bark is 
entirely now, bor appointments aro excellent, 
and this i3 her first voyage. The captain, 
Diuncl, attributes the shocking oondition ol 
his men to the length of tho voyago and tho 
changes of climato.
